The committee recommend that the same sum as was raised 
last year be raised and appropriated for the care and improvement 
of Evergreen cemetery for the year ensuing, namely $350. 

The town voted last year $25 for care of the cemetery near 
Chas. J. Fosgate’s. The committee recommend a similar sum 
be appropriated for the same purpose this}year. 

The sum of $40 was raised and appropriated to build a new 
fence a part of the way around this cemetery. As was expressed 
in town meeting a desire to have an iron fence, and your com- 
mittee were unable to place an iron fence around the cemetery 
for the money raised, we investigated cost of iron fencing, which 
we think would be suitable and after talking the matter over 
with residents of that neighborhood, decided to build no fence 
last year, but report the result of our investigations to the next 
annual town meeting. ; 

We find that about $100, or $60 more than amount onfhand 
for the purpose, would be sufficient to place a suitable iron fence 
in position, including an iron gate suitable for teams. We’ sug- 
gest that the amount on hand be returned to the treasury and a 
new appropriation made. Your; committee makes no recommen- 
dations in the matter, but report that the town may take such 
action as maybe voted. 
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Your committee wish to state that the main water pipe 
from the spring to the cemetery is in very bad condition, and 
should be attended to soon.
